CAN'T BE IGNORED. 


An Outrageous Story Against the 
Kaiser to Be Investigated. 


Ex-Empress Frederick Urges Caprivi to 
„ Take Action. 


{NSTRUCTIONS SENT TO THE GERMAN 
AMBASSADOR AT PARIS. 


The Kaiser Not Yet Aware of the State- 
ments in the French Press—Appre 
hensions in Germany Regarding the 
Emperor’s Condition—The Recent Riot 
at Barcelona—Arrest of a Prominent 
Stock Broker—Foreign Affairs. 


Loxpox, Aug. 7.—A Berlin dispatch says 
that Count Von Munster, the German Ambas- 
sador at Paris, has been instructed to agcer- 
tain the origin of the outrageous story pub- 
lished ina French newspaper, accusing the 
Kaiser of having killed a Lieutenant in a 
arunken orgie on the Hobenzolliern. Although 
the German Imperial family have been accus- 
tomed to ignore libels in the French press, it 
is said that Chancellor Caprivi, urged by the 
ex-Empress Frederick, considers this attack 
ina prominent paper too serious to be ig- 
nored, and it is possible that if an 
apology is not offered, the French Ambas- 
sador at Berlin may be given his passports, 
not with a view to war, but as an evidence of 
the indignation of Germany. It is under- 
stood that the Kaiser himself has not yet 
been made aware of the statements of the 
French press, and that when ne is there may 
be a scene in which the French Legation will 
figure. It may be remembered that the 
present Czar of Russia, who usually ignores 
what foreigners say about him, was accused 
tome years ago, of murdering one of his om - 
cersina ft of senseless rage. The Czar was 
deeply moved when he heard of the report 
and caused it to be circumstantially denied 
throughout the world. It is believed that the 
Kaiser, who is much more sensitive to public 
opinion, will have something to say about the 
accusation against him. Advices from the 
Hohenzollern represent that the voyage has 
been without incident, save the accident to 
the Kaiser’s knee, and that the Kaiser has 
found the trip most enjoyabie and refresh- 
ingafter the exhaustion of his English re- 
ception. 

Count von Wedel, who will shortly, it is 
rumored, succeed Count Munster at Paris, is, 
like Munster himself, of Hanoverian extrac- 
tion, or, atany rate, began his career in the 
Hanoverian army, from which he exchanged 
into the Prussian service after the extinction 
of King George’s kingdom. It is thought 
characteristic of the Kaiser that he should 
wish a soldier to represent him in Paris, just 
ashe sought and found a successor for 
Prince Bismarck among the ranks of his gen- 
erals. 


THE BARCELONA RIOT. 


PROOF THAT ONLY DESPERATE STOCK SPECULA: 
TORS WERE CONCERNED IN IT. 
MADRID, Aug. 7.—Atthe time of the recent 
fight between a band of armed men and the 
sentries around the barracks at Barcelona, it 
was stated that the attack was the result of 
a conspiracy between a number of desperate 
stock speculators who, being desirous of 
causing a fall in the prices of securities, dealt 
in upon the Bourse, adopted this means of 
starting a report that the attack was part of 
a rising by the Republicans to overthrow the 
Government, and thus bring about a depres- 
sion in prices. Many persoes believed that it 
was really a Republican movement, and it 
Was stated that the conspiracy extended 
to other Spanish cities and that 
@ general rising of the Republican party had 
been arranged for, but that the plot had 
miscarried owning to some misunderstanding 
of the plans of the leaders. The report of the 
effair, as telegraphed from Barcelona, 
placed no credence on its alleged Republican 
aspect, but stated thatthe emeute was the 
work of stock speculators and to-day that re- 
port was substantiated by the arrest in 
Barcelona of a well-known and heavy opera 
tor in Government securities on the charge 
of being a party to the conspiracy. The 
police upon searching the prisoner found in 
Dis possession a number of letters which 
proved beyond doubt that he was concerned 
in the attack upon the Barracks and that the 
affair was not a revolutionary movement, but 
simply a noveland most desperate scheme 
to originate startling rumors and thus allow 
the operators concerned to ‘‘bear the 
market.

CARDINAL PAROCHI ON THE OF THE 


DEMOORACT. 


Ron. Aug. 7.—Prof. O’Gorman, of Wash- 
ington University, has had an audience with 
the Pope. His Holiness made many inquiries 
about the University and its courses of study, 
and about Archbishop Ireland and Bishop 
Keane, rector of the University. Prof. 
O’Gorman has had interviews with many ec- 
clesiastics, high in rank. He found them ali 
opposed to any such scheme as that proposed 
by Herr COahensley and hopeful that 
the Pope’s prompt decision would keep the 
matter out of politics in America. Cardinal 
Rampolla thought the influence of Cardinal 
Gibbons and Archbishop Ireland would like- 
wise have great weight in this direction. 
Cardinal Parochi, Bishop of Rome, expressed 
himself as heartily in favor of Archbishop 
Ireland’s views in regard to the duty of 
Americanizing immigrants and also touching 
Christian democracy. The future, he 
said, delongs to the people of the United 
States. Speaking of the temporal power of 
the Papacy, Cardinal PFarochi said it was not 
necessary that Catholics should demanda 
return to the old regime. They should de- 
mand nothing more than that Rome should 
be free—an independent, international Cath- 
olic town. That 1s, he said, the idea of 
Pope Leo. 

Leo“ he continued, has plainly and 
clearly expressed approval of a political al- 
UHance with the Democracy. It is the only 
good and possible alliance. The ‘church will 
have to reckon less with dynasties and 
States than with the people. The reign of 
the Democracy is a fact and a triumphant 
tact. 

Cardinal Parochi concluded by saying that 
the future Pope will be and should be a re- 
forming Pope in matters concerning the 
Canon law and the ecclesiastical system.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Director-General Davis Has a Conference

CuIcaGo, II., Aug. 7.— The Missouri State 
World’s Fair Commissioners held a 
long conference with Director-Gen- 
eral Davis to-day and then went to 
Jackson Park to see the location for Missouri’s 
building. President Gentry says that the 
work on the plans for the building will be 
commenced at once. 

The Department of State has notified 
the World’s Fair management that China, 
although she has formally deciared her in- 
tention of being represented at the 
fair, has a difficulty to overcome. The ques 
tion is: Will Chinamen intending to visit the 
fair be allowed to enter this country? That 
will have to be decided by the Treasury De- 
partment said Acting Secretary Wharton. 


GUATEMALA’S COMMISSIONERS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 7.—Lieut. Geo. P. 
Scriven, the special commissioner of the 
Latin-American Department to the Republics 
of Central America, reports that hardly had 
the new ministry in Guatemala been placed 
in power whena Gecree was issued appoint- 
ing commissioners to represent that Govern- 
ment at the World's Columbian Exposition. 
He says that no better selection could have 
been made. Guatemala has appropriated 
$20,000 in gold for a building and $100,000 for 
an exhibit at Chicago.

Abdulah, the Governor of Madzen- 
dor, Boiled Alive. 


The Unfortunate Victim Convicted of 
Embezzling State Taxes. 


A LESSON TO OTHER PERSIAN OFFICIALS 
SLOW WITH THEIR PAYMENTS. 


Webster, the Slayer of Goodwin, Gives 
Himself Up—Two More of the Escaped 
Crazy Convicts Re-Capturea—A Broth- 
er of Prize-Fighter Fogarty Seriously 
Stabs Another Man—A Priest’s Plight— 
Duel With a Tough. 


Lorwpon, Aug. 7.—A letter from Teheran 
brings a report to the effect that the Shah, 
having become much enraged against Abdu- 
lah Kulah, the Governor of Madzendor, con- 
demned that ruler tothe terrible death of 
being boiled alive. The charge against the 
unfortunate Governor was that he had em- 
bezzled taxes due tothe Shah’s Treasury. 
The truth, it is alleged, is that Abdulah had 
notembezziedany more than he was in the 
habit of doing, but that owing to poor har- 
vests and the poverty of the peasuntry he 
did not keep the usual amount for the Shah. 
This greatly énraged the monach, whois 
much in need of money, and he caused Abdu- 
lah to be seized and brought to trial before 
the Council of State,jwhich unanimously 
found him guilty of embezzlement and 
worthy ot death, leaving the sentence to be 
passed by the Shah. The latter, with a view 
of striking terror into other thieving Gov- 
ernors, ordered that Abdullah should be 
boiled alive, but graciously decreed also, 
that the water should be boiling hot at the 
time of the fatal dip, so as to finish him as 
quickly as possible. The sentence is said to 
have been carried out. The severe punish- 
ment will, it is supposed, be a lesson to other 
Governors to be more prompt with their 
payments. The punishment of boiling alive 
has been inflicted in Persia before, and the 
Persians claim that under the above condi- 
tions life is destroyed immediately and there 
is no suffering. 


The last news from Teheran, previous tothe 
above dispatch, was to the effect that Nassor 
Ed Din, the King of Kings and monarch 
of the Persians, was so seriously il] that his 
life was despaired of. Since then European 
diplomats ve been forecasting the 
future of his kingdom in the event of 

demise. The fact that he is 

the Governor of one of his provinces 

indicates that he is still in fair 
The Shah's governors 
in name‘ only. ir ¢€ 
the collection of taxes of which the King de- 
mands the lion’s share. Promises of pay: 
ment are not received in lieu of cash, 
there are many instances on record in which 
failure to meet obligations 
part of provincial fruiers 
followed by swift and fearfal pun 
But the Shahis no stickler for honor when he 
himself has iacurred an obligation. Durin 
his two visitsto Europe he agreed to makea 
sorts of concessions to capitalists of London 
and Paris in respect to railway building, 
banking and other privileges, for which he 
reaped at the ime a 2 reward. When 
the capitalists sent their representatives to 
Teheran the tutocrat professed entire ig- 
norance of their mission. 


PROBABLE MURDER. 


A SERIOUS STABBING AFFAIR ON THE [BEACH 
AT GLOUCESTER POINT. 

CAMDEN, N. J., Aug. 7.—A serious stabbing 
affray occurred on the beach at Gloucester 
Point at 3:3 o’clock this morning, that will 
probably add another murder to the many 
other crimes of that locality. Thos. Lyons, 
a resident of Gloucester, is the victim 
of the affair, and Edward Fogarty of Phila- 
delphia, a brother to the prize-fighter of that 
name, is the assailant. The stabbing oc- 
curred in the pavillion adjoining Pat Mc- 
Glade’s saloon. The two men had been drink- 
ing and about 3 o’clock they got in a dispute 
over some trivial matter and hot words led to 
hotter ones. For half an bour they continued 
their wordy war and about 3:30 found them in 
the pavilion, a lonely place. Suddenly 
turning upon Lyons, Fogarty plunged the 
large blade of a good-sized pocket Knife into 
his left side, just below the heart. Lyons 
dropped to the floor and Fogarty undertook 
tomake his escape. The Chief of Police 
happened in the vicinity just at this time and 
took the would-be murderer into custody. 
This morning Mayor Jackson committed 
Fogarty to prison without ball to await the 
result of Lyons injuries. 


A COLD BLOODED ASSASSINATION. 


CHARLES STICE KILLED FOR DEFENDING HIS

TARDY JUSTICE. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 7.—Levi Goens, col- 
ored, living at Robinson, III., who lately 
served a year in the penitentiary for perjury 
in making application for increase of pen- 
sion, has been pardoned and restored to citi- 
zenship by President Harrison, it having 
been proved that the Man was innocent. 
Two years ago Goens made application for 
increase of pension, Claiming he had lost the 
sight of one of his eyes from injuries re- 
ceived inthe line of duty while buildinga 
shed forthe assistant surgeon of his regi- 
ment. He was indicted for fraud, and cer- 
tain witnesses swore his eye had been in- 
jured previous to his enlistment. On this 
evidence he was convicted. On being dis- 
charged fromthe penitentiary he again ap- 
plied fora pension, making the same affida- 
Vits in regard to his injuries. He was again 
arrested. In the meantime the assistant 
surgeon of his regimentand the captain of 
his company had been found and both testi - 
ned to the truth of Goens’ story as to the 
mannerin which his injuries had been re- 
ceived. The proceedings against him were 
promptly dismissed, and the facts being 
presented to the President, a pardon was 
made out. 


ESCAPED CRAZY CONVICT CAPTURED. 

AUBURN, N. ., Aug. 7.—One more ofthe 
nine fugitives. who escaped from the State 
Asylum yesterday was captured near 
Cayuga Village at 4 o’clock this morning. 
The convict’s name was Albert Dominy. He 
had skulked about the western limits of the 
city until nightfall, when he stole a horse 
hitched in a farmer’s yard, about two miles 
from town. Sheriff Keeler and Policemen 
Malone and Grenary started in pursuit and 
overhauled the fugitive after an exciting 
all night chase. Tom Collins and Walter 
Garabrandt, two desperate fellows, are still 
at large. 

Stillanother of the escaped lunatics was 
captured this morning, leaving only one at 
large. Walter Garabrandt was found skulk- 
ing on the outskirts of the city by Policeman 
Shaw and was arrested witbout resistance. 
The notorious Tom Collins is now the only 
absentee. Keeper Welsh is recovering from 
the wounds inflicted on him during the 
melee. 


THE SALIDA LYNCHING. 

BUENA VISTA, Col., Aug. 7.—Three more of 
the alleged lynchers of Oliver Briley at Sa- 
lida last February were arrested yesterday. 
W. W. Wileox, a conductor on the Rio 
Grande Railway, was arraigned on the 
charge and gave $5,000 ban to appear Aug. 10. 
Thos. McKeivey, City Marshal of Salida at 
the time, was arrested and released on ac- 
count of insufficient evidence. Wm. Shaw, 
an engineer ofthe Rio Grand southern, was 
brought from Trinidad, N. M., for the same 
crime and was put under $5,000 bonds, to ap- 
pear Aug. 10. 


A POLICEMAN ROBBED AND MURDERED. 

NEW York, Aug. 7.—Patrick*Carroll, a 
brick-handler on a canal boat, yesterday 
found the dead body ot u policeman floating 
inthe river atthe foot of West Fifty-fifth 
street. The body was taken tothe Morgue 
and there identified as that of Officer Wm. 
Ketchale of the Forty-seventh Street Station. 
The body was scarred and bruised and the 
pockets were empty. The suppesition is that 
the unfortunate man was murdered and 
robbed by the toughs who frequent the docks 
along the river front. The police are hard 
at work on the case, preparing to make ar- 
rests. 


COWBOYS AND INDIANS FIGHT. 

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Aug. 7.—The cow- 
boys and Navajo Indians near Wingate, on 
the Atlantic & Pacific Railway, are again at 
it. In a quarrel over a horse trade one of the 
cowboys shot an Indian through the heart, 
Killing bim inetantly. The Indians were 
taken by surprise and when they realized 
the situation the cowboys had mounted and 
were speeding to the mountains. The In- 
dians are now in pursuit and when both 
parties meet a bloody affray will occur. 


KILLED HIS COACHMAN. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Aug. 7.—On Wednesday 
night near Marion Dr. G. B. Crowe shot and 
seriously wounded a negro named Frank. 
Frank had driven the doctor toa visit: and 
went to sleep in the carriage. Dr. Crowe 
went out to ask him to have some supper.

COLLIDED AT HOMER.

Wabash Vestibule Train, East 
Bound, Crashes Into a Freight. 


A Tramp Killed and Several of the 
Train Hands Badly Injured. 


THE PASSENGERS IN THE SLEEPER GIVEN 
A SEVERE SHAKING UP, 


Particulars of the Disaster—The Injured 
Taken to Springfield, Ull.—An Aged 
Italian Woman and Her Daughter 
Fatally Burned—Wreok on the Pitts- 
burg & Ft. Wayne Caused by an Open 
Switch—Dragged to Death—Oasualties. 


HomeER, II., Aug. 7.—At 12:08 o’clock this 
morning the east-bgund Wabash vestibule 
train No. 42, which left st. Louis at 6:66 last 
evening, hauling the New York and Boston 
sleepers, ran intoa fast freight at this point, 
seriously damaging the passenger train’s 
engine, mail and express cars 
and wrecking four freight cars 
loaded with grain. The freight, at the time 
ofthe accident, was goingupona siding to 
permit the passengerto goby. The passen- 
ger was behind time, and the freight had 
been permitted to run on some ot the pas- 
enger 's time. It is supposed that, in trying 
to makeup time, the engineer ot the pas- 
senger ran faster than was calculated upon 
by the train dispatcher and freight engineer. 

The trains collided with great force, four of 
the freight cars being demolished, and the 
express and mali cars were totally wrecked. 
Engineer Frank Clark of the passenger train 
was seriously injured, being scalded and 
bruised, and Fireman Henry Opel 
was severely cut about the head. 
The occupants ofthe mail car were hauled 
out of the debris, and A. J. Manning of Tole- 
do, O., mall clerk, was found to be seriously 
injured. As was also his partners, Lewis H. 
Gerke of Ft. Wayne, Ind., and A. ©. Comp- 
ton of Kingsburg, III. The express messen 
ger, H. G. Bumgardner of Taylorville, was 
taken out of his car only slightly burt. 
Aside from asevere shaking upanda bad 
fright, theoccupants of the sleepers were un- 
injured, but an unfortunate tramp named 
Daniel Feely, who was stealing a ride on the 
front endof the mail car, was killed. His 
identity was established from papers found 
on his body. The passengers got out of their 
births and ran to the scene of the wreck clad 
in all sorts of undressings. 

The news of the disaster was at once tele- 
graphed to the company’s offices and wreck- 
ing crews and assistance sent forward from 
Danville and Decatur, The company’s phy- 
sicilans were forwarded from Decatur and 
others brought from Danville and St. Louis, 
and everything possible done to alleviate the 
sufferings of the injured. As soon as possible 
a new locomotive was Drought from Danville 
and the wounded conveyed to Springfield. 
III., where they are now doing as well as can 
be expected. The passengers were delayed 
about six hours, when the wreck was cleared 
andthe train forwarded. This isthe frst 
accident that has happened to this train for 
over four years. 


The railway mall clerks and express mes- 
sengers who run on train No. 42 all report at 
Toledo. At the Post-office in this city the 
railway mall people reported that they do 
not know either Manning or Opel, the in- 
jured mail clerks,as they are in charge of the 
Toledo office. The Pacific Express Co.’s 
messenger, Harry G. Bumgardner of Toledo, 
is a widower. At the express company’s 
office it was feared that the fact that the 
messenger’s name was not at first tele- 
graphed among the namesof the other in- 
jured, that he must have been too badly hurt 
to be able to give his name,

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THE RIPPER AGAIN. 


‘Whitechapel’s Fiend Adds An- 
other Murder to His Record. 


The Mutilated Body of a Victim Found 
ia This Morning. 


NO TRACE OF THE ASSASSIN DISCOVERED 
BY THE POLICE. 


Detectives Confident That Last Wight’s 
Crime Was the Work of the Noterious 
Murderer—History of the Preceding 
Butcheries in the London Mun 
Scotland Yard Sleuths Baffled in Their 
Efforts to Run Down the Criminal—The 
Ripper’s Warning Written on a Wall. 


Lowpow, Aug. 7.—Much excitement was oc- 
casioned in the Whitechapel district this 
morning, when a rumor was rapidly passed 
from mouth to mout thath the dreaded ‘‘Jack 
the Ripper’’ had again appeared and com- 
mitted one of the butcheries that has made 
his name a household word in this most 11. 
favored portion of London. That there was 
reason for the excitement there can be no 
denial, 

At an early hour this morning as one of the 
denisons of Whitechapel, an old woman 
named Woolfe, was passing through one of 
the numerous dark alleys with which the re- 
gion abounds, she wasset upon by an un- 
known man armed witha sharp knife. The 
place where the assault was made was a 
dark and dismal one, and as the hour was 
early the usual prowlers had sought 
refuge in doorways or under 
arches, where they lay in 
drunken slumbers. As rows are of nightly, 
almost hourly, occurrence in Whitechapel, 
no attention was paid, if indeed, any noise 
was heard, to what was of course taken for 
one ofthe usual drunken scuffies, But for 
the old woman it was a scuffle for life. 

FIENDISH FEROCITY. 

From what can be learned of the circum- 
stances surrounding the attack it appears 
that the man whom the people of Whitechapel 
are firmly convinced was the famous‘ ripper“ 
used his knife with fiendish ferocity. He 
grasped the woman by the head and drawing 
her backward he, with one hand across her 
mouth, silenced the cries she would natur- 
ally have tried to make, while with the 
other hand he drew the keen biaded knife 
across her tightly-drawn throat, inflicting a 
terrible wound. Then, using the knife as a 
dagger, he plunged it into her body again 
and again. There is a deep wound on the 
woman's arm whichit is delfeved was re- 
ceived while she was attempting to ward off 
the ferocious biows aimed at her body. 

When released from the grasp of her as- 


—eettant the woman dropped to the ground 


with the blood pouring from her wounds, 


and when-shortly afterward she was dis- 
covered by a passing policeman she was in 
a dying condftion, She is 70 years old. The 
police are, as usual, hunting for some clue 
that will lead to the identification of the 
murderer, but as in all the other White- 
chapei crimes the assassin has disappeared 
leaving no trace save his mutilated victim.

facts bearing on the religious condition 
of the people and ought as a reselt encourage 
stronger efforts among all denominations 
to increase the Sunday-school movement 
throughout the State. In viewof the fact 
that a majority of the young people 
of this State are educated in 
undenominational schools the Sunday 
school becomes of prime importance as the 
sole medium of conveying Christian instruc- 
tion to them. 

Taken in connection with this statement 
the figures furnished by the report are not 
very encouraging. In the fst place the 
number of children in the State of school age 
is 865.075, while only 411,481 are enrolled as 
Sunday school scholars, leaving 453,593 chil- 
dren without religious instrurtion. Again In 
seventy-eight out of i155 churches less 
than 80 per cent of the children at- 
tend Sunday school. Eight counties, Webster, 
Taney, Ozark, Oregon, McDonald, Dun kun. 
Crawford and Cedar counties have less than 
B per cent of the children esrolied. Hickory 
isthe banner county. There are only 4,000 
children in the county, and all but 300 of them 
go to sunday school. Ora County is at 
the other extreme. The populationis the 
same as Hickery, but out of the 4,000 children 
only 5 attend Sabbath-school. From a de- 
nominational standpoint the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, leads in Sunday- 
school work. Throughout the State 
they have 857 schools, a staff 
of 8,583 teachers and officials and 64,301 
scholars. The Christian Church comes next 
with 58,9238 scholars and the Baptists with 5, - 
O67 arethird. The four different branches of 
the Presbyterian Church havea united at 


tendance of 58,935 pupils, while over 55,442 


children of all denominations attend the Un 
jon Sunday -schools. 

The city of St. Louis is well up tn Sunday 
school work, but there is room for a great 
deal more work. Out of 108,454 children only 
66,998 attend Sunday-schools. Of these the 
Catholics can claim the largest proportion, 
their scholars alone numDering 21,838. 

Although the figures show that only half 
has deen done that could really be accom- 
plished, the rapid strides made during the 
past year will encourage interested workers 
to carry on the great work.

than 130 pounds. He had on a light flannel 
shirt, with white tie and a dark biue guit 
of taflor-made clothés. His hair was short 
and of a reddish hue, and he had a tolerably 
heavy mustache of the same color. He was 
go years old or more, and the woman a few 
years younger. She appeared tobe his wife 
and the boss of the family. She wasa heavy 
set woman, dressed in an elegant wine col- 
ored suit and wearing a jaunty little hat. 
Her hair was short and of the blonde type, 
and she carried an umbrella or heavy black 
parasol. With her was a little girl (or 8 
years old dressed in a light suit of lawn, and 
frightened nearly to death.

The scene lasted fifteen or twenty 
minutes and was witnessed by several hun- 
dred people, but nobody cared to interfere,

SCHOOLS FOR CHILDREN. 

But one cannot farinthe investigation 
in which I have been cognase without an- 
other and a more powerful impression. The 
amount of heroic, skiliful, successful work 
doing on every side is amazing. I began 
with a long conversation with one of the 
gentiemen connected with the office from 
which issued The Bitter Cry of Outcast 
London,’’ some eight or nine years ago, the

vast appears from the fact that in a single 
station this society supplied 70,000 people 
with shelter at night in six months the past 
season. Sleeping in the streets and out of 
the way places is almost entirely put a stop 
to by the police, hence provision is made of at 
least a seat in a chair under cover for the 
night. The great dock yard strike has re- 
ted in better pay and steadier em ployment 
for men in the docks, consequently 
thinning out the crowd of casual workers. The 
Board Schools have had immense effect in 
increasing the self respect of the poor and 
bettering their condition. Multitudes of the 
children attending these schools are so —— 
that they have to de supplied with shoes 
and with meals. This society gives ten 
thousand meals a week a the winter to 
such children, and has supplied 1,500 pairs of 
a newly devised substantialand unpawnable 
shoe.

UNIVERSITY WORKERS. 

We began with Toynbee Hall. This is the 
well-known college settlement of university 
men from Oxford and Cambridge, who, some 
seven years ago, opened a home for them- 
selves in Whitechapel, aiming to make it the 
center of many varied agencies for helping 
the neighbors they shoul@ find there. You 
turn from the crowded street through a low 
archway into a small attractive paved 
court surround with ivy-covered 
buildings, all ‘having the air 
of a miniature college quadrangle. Here 
live from a dozen toa dozenanda half gen- 
tlemen who fora longer or a shorter — 
give themselves to the work.

Another quite different shelter which 1 
visited is the Prison Home, or ‘‘The Bridge,’’ 
as it is called. This is a pleasant house ina 
quiet street fitted up to receive dischar 
convicts, of wnom forty can be accommo- 
dated atatime. They find friends, a home 
and some work which they can do or are 
taught, and are shielded until restored to 
their friends or provided with permanent 
positions. Meanwhile og under the 
most strenuous and ing Christ 
influence to bring about a radica 
change in their character.

in his face. 

ALL SORTS IN THE ELEVATOR. 

But the most remarkable work is that of 
the *‘elevators.’’ These are workshops into 
which the stream of ‘‘submerged’’ men is 
turned out of the streets and set at some sort 
of work, as the beginning of the effort to 
awaken self respect and open avenues of 
self- support. I was taken through a passage- 
way intoa group of rickety old sheds 
around alittle yard. They were filled with 
hard looking men, young and ola, busily 
and quietly at work. A carpenter shop 
with as many occu ts as could work at the 
benches was turning out settees for an Army 
hall. Every man in it was a more or less 
skilled workman who bad seen better days. 
One was finishing a beautiful mahogany 
office desk. In another room several were 
making tambourines. In the basement, un- 
der the charge of a pleasant-faced man, were 
some sixty or seventy of the very roughest 
men, chiefly thieves and the like, engaged in 
splitting and bundling kindling wood. om 
every room the testimony was the same. 
No trouble, no noise, no foul language, 
no idling, but a sense of protection and davon - 
ing hope. These menturn in of their own 
accord from the streets, hungry and home- 
less. They represent every class in life. 
Here is the list of the occupants of one ele- 
vator now: One lawyer, one doctor, one 
Captain in the army, one architect, one 
chemist, one tutor, one professor of lan- 

ter, three short-hand 
„ twelve clerks, one commercial trav- 
eler, one draper, one tallor, two tambourine 
makers, one French polisher, twenty-five 
carpenters, eight painters, thirteen 
whitewashers and borers, one 
shoemaker, one upholsterer, two 
bakers, two cabinetmakers, one carver, one 
bricklayer, one stonemason, one book binder, 
one harnessmaker, two smiths, one moulder, 
one winemaker ,one locksmith, one cook, one 
plasterer, one tinworker, one Coachman, one 
groom, one gardener, one green grocer, one 
sailor,one broom hand, two exburgiars.’’ 
They get no wages, but what pays for bed 
and board u the shelter. They are free to 
go away when they please, but they are glad 
stay, some six months ata time or until 
the way is opened to a better life and regular 
work. Itisa real elevator of men by fur- 
nishing them the standing nd, the inspi- 
ation and the loving sympathy which awak- 
ens the purpose to help themselves. 

Much more is to be said. All this concerns 
only the Social Wing’’ of the work of the 
Salvation Army. There are half a dozen 
such ‘‘wings.’ This one has also other 
forms of work, day nurseries, food depots 
and the like, but this is enough to show that 
the work doing in London reaches to the bot- 
tom, that it is thoroughgoing and successful 
and, unless I am altogether mistaken, is in 
no direction more altogether admirable 
that done by the Salvation Army.

Of the necessity of rid@ing the city of 
these nuisances there can be no question. 
It is a matter which concerns not 
only the comfort, but the health 
of the people. It is bad enough 
to have to bear the vile * 
which arise from the cesspools and done - 
yards that form the greater part of the dis- 
trict, in which the rendering establish 
ments are located. These odors permeate 
the atmosphere and spread over a large 
part of the city. When the wind is from 
the east the air is polluted almost to 
Forest Park. When the wind is from the 
west the stench floate over the river and 
cuts off that part of the stream from the 
use of all except those driven to it by ne- 
cessity. The steamboats have practically 
ceased to take excursion parties north- 
ward on account of it. 

But far more serious than the question 
of comfort is that of health. The atmos- 
phere is filled with disease germs and the 
offal of the factories is a constant menace 
to the purity of the water supply. The 
situation is therefore intolerable and the 
health authorities have no choice except 
to resort to the most vigorous methods to 
abate the nuisances. 

The result should be achieved in a way to 
interfere least with the industries con- 
cerned, but it must be done and the pro- 
prietors of the factories would show wis- 
dom by working in harmony with the au- 
thorities and thus arriving as rapidly as 
possible at a satisiactory conclusion.

BORE FACTORIES A BLIGHT UPON THE 
HORTH END. 


The People of That Section of the City in 
Barnest in the Effort to Abate the Nui- 
sance — Health Officials Sustained in 
Their Action—Interviews With North 
End Citizens. ; 
The Lowell nuisances will be abo- 

lished, providing the courts ado 

thelr duty. Yesterday afternoon and 
this morning the Health Department put in 
some lively licks in this direction. 

The management of the fifteen 

or twenty stench factories which 

have been running since July 9, despite the 
board’s order for their abatement, have 
been summoned to appear in Court and 
show cause why they should not be fined for 


and propose to make an energetic fight to 
continue their factories. Health Com- 
missioner Dudley sald to-day: ‘‘The Board 
is determined to put a stop to these foul 


$melis and we propose to go at it in no un- 
certain way. These factories are a terrible 
nuisance and they must be abated.’’ 

The effort to rid the northern portion of St. 
Louis of the polluting stench sent broadcast 
over it by the bone factories of Lowell is the 
engrossing topic in that part of the city. The 
residents are in earnest, claiming that the 
prosperity of the North End has too long 
been rétarded by this dlighting nutfsance. 
They will stand by the Health officials in this 
crusade and warmly commend the Post-D1s- 
raren for its work in their behalf. 

There is no desire on their part they say 
to persecute the owners of the offending in- 
stitutions, but these places are an insur- 
mountabie barrier to the advancement of 
that district asa resident locality, and they 
must be removed. There has never be- 
fore been a sustained effort in this direction, 
but now the war isonand it will be carried 
to a successful issue. 

The community is soildliyin favor of de- 
cisive action, as the appended interviews 
with the Post-DIsPaTOH representatives 
show: 

Capt. Robert McCullough, manager of the 
consolidated street rallway lines, who lives 
on East Grand avenue, said: 

I have endured the stench for the past 
eleven years. Often on rising in the morn- 
ing, forgetting the done factories, I think 
that there is a dead rat in my residence, but 
I find my mistake when the windows are put 
up.

Jury Commissioner Fielding Mansfield 
as a Lobbyist. 


HE HAD ONE MEASURE PASSED AND 
ANOTHER KILLED, 


When Clerk Rowland Applied for a Po- 
sition for His Services in Advancing 
the Bill He Was Told He Was Not 
Honest—Strange Story Told on the St. 
Louis Reformer. 


Jury Commissioner Fielding Mansfield 
seems destined to have trouble with his spec - 
ja! deputies appointed to take the jury cen- 
gus of the city. The first kick was 
caused by the Oommissioner’s action 
on paying two grades of salaries. 
He engaged a number of young 
attorneys whom he paid $% a day, and the 
other deputies 88 a day. Then a controversy 
a rose between the Commissioner and some 
of his men, one of whom is an attorney, re- 
garding theamount of work they had done. 
The Commissioner refuses to certify the 
men’s time, and suit is threatened against 
him. The last trouble is with a 
young man who did not get 
to be a deputy, though he 
alleges he had pretty strong assurances from 
Commissioner Mansfield that he would be ap- 
pointed. 

The history ofthe present controversy 
dates back tothe sitting of the last State 
Legislature, when Mr. Mansfield, it is claimed 
bythe young man, went to Jefferson City 
and did some lobbying. The Commissioner 
presented a Dill, which he was very 
anxious to have passed, and there was 
another bill which it is regarded the Commis- 
sioner would rather not have go through. 
This was the bill adding a seventh Judge to 
the commission of six which has the appofnt- 
ing of the Jury Commissioner. The commis- 
sion which appointed Mr. Mansfield to fill the 
unexpired term of Mr. Carlisle, who 
resigned to become Recorder, of Voters 
was composed of the three Judges of the 
Circuit Court and Judge Normile of the Crim- 
inal Court. It was proposed to add the Judge 
of the Court of Criminal Correction to make 
the number odd, and avoid the deadlock 
which occurred, when Mr. Mansfield was ap- 
pointed. The commission of judges 
was then composed of three Democrats 
and three Republicans, and they stuck 
on party lines,and Mr. Mansfield was ap- 
pointed as acompromise, being considered 
eomething ofan Independent in politics, be- 
cause of his well-known views as a reformer. 

MANSFIELD AS A LOBBYIST. 

Commissioner Mansfield, it is hinted, 
looked on the bill toadd another judge to 
the commission with disfavor, because 
Judge Claiborne, the seventh judge, being 
a Democrat would make the commission four 
Democrats and three Republicans and would 
decrease Mr. Mansfield’s chances of reap- 
pointment when his term expired as suc- 
cessor of Mr. Carlisle. Not that 
there was any objection to Mr. Mans- 
feld, either personally or officially, but 
simply because it was to be expected thatthe 
Democrats, if they were in the majority, 
would put in a stanch Democrat. 

A young man who held a clerical position in 
the Legislature, it is stated, rendered Mr. 
Mansfield some assistance and was told by the 
Commissioner, it is alleged, to call and see 
him in st.

Sales of American Stocks by 
European Holders. 

From the developments of the last few days 
it is believed that when the gold sent by the 
United States to Europe begins to come back, 
that the amount returned will be less than 
many had counted upon. The reason is that 
in order to meet the demands that have been 
and will be made, Europe is selling American 
rajlroad securities in the New York market. 
According to advices received by local brokers 
from New York there is a constant drifting of 


Amer:.can stock from England, France and 
Germany, and brokers have large amounts on 
hand to sell whenever it can be 
dis d of at a good price. So far the stock 
has been dribbled — but when the pressure 
comes upon Euro n bankers the sales will 
be heavy. The financial situation in Euro 
may be described as one of unstable equil 
rium. Withthe amount of money on hand 
matters can run along smoothly enough, but 
if — very heavy demand is made a number 
of failures are Mkely to occur, which would 
probably disturb the market ‘almost, if not 
quite, as seriously as the breaking down of 
the great house of Baring Bros. The 
only quarter — which heavy demands 
can come the United States, and

Will de made as soon as the grain reaches the 
other side of the og an.

UNDER THE LASH. 


Tortures Inflicted by Balmaceda’s Offl- 
cers Upon a Suspect. 


HOW ann VALDES CALDERON TRI=D 
TO EXTORT A CONFESSION. . 


The Personal Narrative of Senor Baraeonsa, 
the Victim, Given in a Chilian Paper 
Handeuffed, Then Tortured and 
Whipped—A False Accusation—Prog- 
ress of the Revolution. 


New Yor«, Aug. 7.—The following personal 
narrative of the tortures inflicted under Bal 
maceda s government upon a suspect, to force 
him to @ confession of complicity with the 
revolutionary party, is given in a recent issue 
of Ei Industrial of Antofagasta, Chili. The 
victim was a gentleman named Barahona, 
who gained his liberty after a long confine- 
ment in prison, following his torture. 

About 9:30 a. m., on the th of Febru- 
ary, said he, I had a brief, friendly con- 
versation with Col. Desidero Ilabaca at the 
Agricultural School in Santiago. When I was 
about to depart Col. Julio Garca Videla de- 
tained me, and had me taken, as a prisoner, 
to the barracks of the Seventh Regiment, 
where a sentinel was placed over me. 
An bour and a half later Carvilla Orrego, 
Chief of Police, appeared, and conducted me 
personally to police headquarters. Here I 
was placed in a cell and Senor Valdes Calde- 
ron told me he would formulate an accusa- 
tion. He did so at once, charging me with 
having attempted to take Col. abaca and 
the officers of the Seventh Regiment from 
their allegiance. I denied the charge and 
explained that my visit to llabaca had for its 
sole object a friendly chat with an old friend 
and was utterly devoid of political signif 
cance. 

MUST CONFESS. 

Valdes Calderon declared that I must con 
fess my guilt. He had me put in irons and 
taken toa dungeon where he insisted ona 
confession. Again I protested my inno- 
cence. Then he himself handcuffed me with 
my arms crossed upon my back and my el 
bows tied, together with ropes. He 
put a stick through the ropes 
and began totwist it around, causing the most 
horrible pains. After every question and my 
Genial, he gave aturn of the stick, crushing 
my chest and arms. In despair I begged for 
death, declaring that I would rather die than 
make such a statement as they were at- 
tempting to forcefrom me. Valdes Calderon 
replied that he did not carea straw for my 
He, but he wished to get at the names of 
those who had commissioned me,and who 
he believed were the committee. He de- 
clared that Ishould be tortured until I had 
confessed, or until I should die. He con- 
tinued to twist the stick until the ropes 
broke, leaving my body in an indescribabie 
condition. He left the dungeon but returned 
again almost immediately with his agent, 
Garrido, and notified me that I should re. 
celve 300 lashes. Half an hour later Valdes 
Calderon entered the dungeon accompanied 
by Garrido and four other men. They 
stripped meand stretched me on the floor 
and the scourging Was begun bya tall pow- 


erful man. 
UNDER THE LASH. 


**Thick ,crooked sticks were used in the flog 
ging. After every five blows Valdes demanded 
the confession which I refused to make. This 
was continued untl I had received 100 lashes 
when Valdes ordered the man to turn me 
over on my,back so that my chest and 
stomach ght de lashed. Finally, being 
angered at not attaining his object, hes aid 
Let us make an end of it.’ He directed two 
soldiers to enter the dungeon. I was ordered 
to kneel while the soldiers leveled their guns 
etme. Aftera moment, seeing my silence he 
ordered them to lift me up. I endeavored to 
rise but my wretched body would not obey 
my will. Seeing this Valdes exclaimed, ‘Drop 
him; let him die.’ At length they dressed 
meagain and carrying me between two of 
them, held me in a chair. All this time I was 
shackled and handcuffed with my arms 
crossed on my spine. I remained seated in 
this chair until s p. m. of the following day. 

After that I was left in strict solitary con- 
finement, exceptthat a physician came to 
examine my wounds. I remained for nine- 
teen days in bed on account of the injuries I 
had received. The torture which had been 
applied tomy arms bad so affected my chest 
and whole organization that I could not move 
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with arms and ammunition. 80 far only 
three engagements have been fought. None 
of themfhave been serious and the Insurgents 
have been victorious each time. The Insur- 
gent vessels, Esmeralda and Cochrane, joined 
in an expedition against Coquimbo and just 
before the Pensacola left Iquique it was 
reported they had been victorious in the 
fight. In regard to ‘the reported 
sinking of Pensacola’s launch, Capt. Kants 
said it was entirely erroneous. The blowing 
up of an insurgent launch by a torpedo was 
probably the foundation for the story. Three 
provinces now recognize the Congressional 
party. They are Alacama, Tarapaca and 
Tacca. The latter province, however, is to 
vote intwo years whether it shall belong to 
Onili or Peru.

ENDED BY DEATH. 


An Aged Bridegroom Stricken—The Wed- 
ding Ceremony. 

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 7.~—The sensation of 
this city is the death of one of its most 
prominent citizens at the altar.
